Is the Pressure Lessening? 


; - There is much to indicate (hat Ihe task of making the coun- 
try absolutely dry is lo be one of tremendous proportions. 
Nation-wide prohibition has now been in died for nearly two 
years and lo the. average observer it seems that conditions are 
growing woise instead of better. Perhaps this is a mistaken 
view, but the reports of raids and the discovery of stills, and 
the statements of men in a position to be more or less familiar 
with conditions in the larger cities,.all strengthen the convic- 
tion that up to this time the burial of John Barleycorn is far 
from complete. 
And in addition to all this a prominent pro- 


hibition leader openly stated a few days ago that the work of 
ridding the country of the drink-evil is not going to be per- 
formed in a day or a year. 
"It will take lime," he says. 


One reason why Ihe work is nol proceeding faster than it is, 


is said by the "drys'Mo be a "lack of sustaining public senti- 
ment ", And there can be no doubt that this is one of the chief 
hindrances in the work of enforcemcnl. 
In Ihe biif cities par- 


ticularly there is very strong sentiment against prohibition. It 


' is acknowledged by the Anti-Saloon League that in New^ork 
city there are between 300 ahd 400'saloons which "make no 
pretense of being'anything but wide open." That seems like 
an astonishing admission, but in view of the source from 
' which-it1 comes its correctness is nol lo be doubted.
